forts of medical science to pro- 
duce a vaccine againsl cancer 
was announced here today. 


The new development is a 


vaccine which protects chick- 
ens against a cancer. It does 
not give full protection and it 
cannt yet be used on a prac- 
tical basis, but it "may serve 
as a model for developing a 
vaccine for humans, said its 
originator. 


Details of the work were rcj 


ported to the llth anual Syn- 
posium on Fundamental Re- 
search in Cancer by Dr. B. R. 
Burmester a virus, 
specialist 


for 
Ihe • US 
Department 
of 


Agriculture Research Labora- 
tory at East Lansing, Mich 
•Dr. 
Burmestor produced the 


ex-perimonlal vaccine there. 


This kind ot cancer is called 


lymphomatosis. it causes ma- 
lignant growths on the "inards1 
of chickens and it originates as 
the'result of a virus infection. 
In some respects-it resembles 
leukemia 
in 
humans, 
The 


cause of human leukemia 
is 


riot known but a virus is sus- 
pected 
as 
thcinitial 
disease 


agent, 


Virtually 
every 
flock 
of 


chickens jn this country has 
this virus infection but not all 
the birds develop 
cancerous 


growths, Dr. Burmester 
said. 


Sickness and death rates are 
high among the hens 
which 


contact the cancer and it costs 
poultrymen about 75 million ' 
dollars a year, the virojogist 
reported, 


The vaccine is an extract 


from the cancer-,- it is inject- 
ed into full-grown hens. Its ef- 
fectiveness is tested by inocu-

phasis on it as a replacement for 
United States government help to 
countries in need. 


The President's commission has 


a tfnrlency to' speak In broad gen- 
eralities, stating broad principles, 
although an examination of detals 
would have been more instructive.

capital is

more desirable 


than investment by government.'

Both the President's commission 


nnd the MIT group suggested that

investors overseas be 


given some help or protection by 
this government: for Instance, in 
tax relief or against seizure 
of 


their property 


The 
Presidents 
commission 


runs around the block on the ques- 
tion: Are loans better than 
out 


right grants to countries 
whose 


ability to pay is questionable But 
it wants grants cut way down. 


MIT was more direct, 
simply 


saying that in some cases 
loans 


should be made, in others, grants. 


There are number of 
detailed 


diWerence in the thinking of 
the 


two groups. 


In the end, since Congress is the 


one wnlch has the final 
say on 


money tor foreign aid, the Senate 
committees studies will probably 
be more influential than that ol 
the President's 
commission.
